The Encyclopedia of Radio and Television: 
a Complete Alphabetical Reference to 
All Aspects of Modern Radio Tech- 
nology. 2d ed. with appendix. New 
York, Philosophical Library, [1958].

This one-volume encyclopedia was first 





published in England in 1950 by Odhams 
Press. According to a prefatory note, the 
second edition, which appeared in 1957, 
was brought up to date by a 20-page ap- 
pendix called Recent Developments and 
the omission of some obsolete material. It 
is this edition, printed in Great Britain for 
Philosophical Library by Odhams (Wat- 
ford) Ltd., which is now being sold in 
the United States. The price of the book 
in Britain is 30s (at $2.80 to the pound, 
$4.20). 

No editor’s name is given on the title 
page, and articles are not signed, but op- 
posite the title page J. H. Reyner is listed 
as Technical Consultant, and 13 Principal 
Contributors are named and their “main 


subjects” given. University degrees and/ 


or membership in appropriate professional 
societies are given for the Technical Con- 
sultant and eight of the other Principal 
Contributors. P. P. Eckersley is identi- 
fied in Who’s Who for 1958 as Manager, 
Telephone Manufacturing Company, St. 
Mary Cray, and is said to have done pio- 
neer work on wire broadcasting. S. W. 
Amos, J. W. Godfrey, and M. G. Scroggie, 


as well as Reyner and Eckersley, have 
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written books in the fields covered by the 
Encyclopaedia; a number of these have 
gone through several editions. 

In the introductory section, How to Use 
This Encyclopaedia, the work’s purpose is 
stated: “This Encyclopaedia has been pro- 
duced primarily to provide easy reference 
to all the major aspects of modern radio 
and television. It will meet the require- 
ments of students and practising engineers, 
as well as those of all radio amateurs.” 
On the jacket, the publishers further state: 
“Throughout, mathematical explanations 
have been reduced to a minimum and the 
treatment is as simple and as straightfor- 
ward as possible, but none the less ac- 
curate and authoritative.” 

The Encyclopaedia consists of an alpha- 
betical list of terms, phrases, and abbre-

Aerial, with references from general to 
specific terms sometimes provided. In ad- 
dition to the main part of the work, there 
are at the front of the volume a one-page 
list of “common and technical abbrevia- 
tions” used in the Encyclopaedia, the Ap- 
pendix, a 24-page Reference Section con- 
taining five abacs, some useful formulas, 
and a table of copperwire data. The term 
abac is not defined in the Encyclopaedia, 
but the use of an abac is explained. Each 
consists of three graduated parallel lines 
from which it is possible to read off the 
value of an unknown if the other two 
factors are known. Some much-used ab- 
breviations such as C.W. and R.F. are 
entries, but F.M., U.H.F., and V.H.F. are 
not; these latter are defined under their 
full names, and V.H.F. is included in the 
list of abbreviations. All these abbrevia- 
tions should have similar treatment and 
should appear in the same section. 

The publishers claim that there are over 
3,000 entries in the Encyclopaedia. This 
count apparently includes all types of en- 
try. Under H, for example, 89 entries are 
found. Three of these are articles more 
than one page long; three are abbrevia- 
tions; eight are see references; and 17 are 
defined as synonyms for other terms. One 
is stated to be an obsolescent term. The 
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remainder of the entries have definitions 
ranging from one or two lines to a page in 
length. Four additional entries under H 
are given in the Appendix. 

In addition to giving see references and 
many entries for synonyms, as mentioned 
above, the Encyclopaedia contains numer- 
ous references from one article to another. 
These may occur in the body of an article, 
at the end, or in both places. The number 
of terms included and the cross references 
should make the Encyclopaedia useful in 
locating specific terms. However, the policy 
followed in making cross references is not 
always consistent. In using the book one 
cannot be sure that he has found all the 
material on a subject. In some cases refer- 
ence is made from one term to another 
when both occur on the same page and dif- 
fer very little. 

Differences in policy on form of entry as 
well as in scope make it difficult to com- 
pare a work of this kind with others. There 
are no_ biographical and little 
historical information is included. 

No special effort has been made to adapt 
the Encyclopaedia for American readers. 
The work was originally intended for a 
British audience, and aparently no changes 
have been made now that it is being sold 
in America. This means that one finds 
British spellings (e.g., colour, connexion, 
metre) and British terminology (e.g., valve 
for tube, sender for transmitter). A fair 
number of see references from American 
terms to those preferred in Britain are 
given, and American practices and stand-

ards are mentioned in some cases. 

The practice of updating a reference 
work primarily by means of an appendix is 
never very satisfactory, and 20 pages seem 
rather brief coverage for seven years’ de- 
velopments in rapidly expanding 
fields as radio and television. Such new 
terms as Semi-Conductor and Transistor 
appear in the Encyclopaedia’s Appendix 
but “printed circuit” does not. Other 
terms, such as Television-Camera Tube, 
which were omitted from the main portion, 
although in use at the time the book was 
first published, now appear in the Appen- 
dix.

There are many line cut illustrations 
located close to the appropriate entries. 
Attention is called to them in the entries; 
for example, the entry Symbols points out 
that there are two and one-half pages of 
symbols just preceding the entry. The il- 
lustrations are clear, helpful, and accurate. 

The Encyclopaedia is printed on a heavy 
coated paper in readable type, and the en- 
tries stand out clearly in boldface type. 
A two-column page with adequate margins 
is used. The book opens flat and is sturdily 
bound in red. 

The publishers have produced a useful 
book for students and amateurs, especially 
those in Britain. In view of certain weak- 
nesses in its construction, the date of the 
bulk of its information, its British termi- 
nology, and its relatively high price, The 
Encyclopaedia of Radio and Television 
cannot be considered a for 
American public libraries or for American 
radio amateurs or specialists.

In a very readable text addressed to the in- 
telligent layman a Jewish scholar, whose 
specialty is the Greek-language literature 
produced by Jews in the first century A.., 
examines New Testament writings for the 
light they shed on the life, character, and 
teachings of Paul. In general he finds that 
except for Revelation, every writing in the 
New Testament is written by or attributed to 
Paul, or deals with issues and problems 
created for the Church by reason of Paul’s 
contribution; he also regards Paul as the 
chief engineer of the road traveled by Jewish 
Christianity to the Gentile Church.

The author of New ways in discipline (Boox- 
List 45:369, J1 1 49) advocates a relaxed, na- 
tural attitude when adults deal with child- 
ren’s questions about sex. Not only does the 
author recommend answering questions hon- 
estly and at the child’s level of comprehen- 
sion but also stresses the need for recogni- 
tion by parents and teachers of children’s sex 
problems which may not be verbalized but 
expressed in regressive or startling behavior. 
Many readers will find some of the reported 
conversations and suggested stories rather 
cloying, but the basic counsel is sensible and 
practical.
